So fraught with interest is the subject, that 


w« make a few extracts from a letter written 
by Alexander Wilson, (the ornithologist,) from 
Natchez, while on a tour; In pursuit of his fa- 
vorite branch of science :—" I rode six miles to 
a man's of the name of Grinder, where our 
friend Lewis perished. 
In the same room 


where he expired, I took from Mrs. Grinder the 
particulars of that melancholy event, which af- 
fected me extremely. This house or cabin is 
twenty-two miles from Nashville, and is the 
last white man's house as you enter the Indian 
country. 


"Governor Lewis, she said, came thither 


about sunset, alone, and enquired if he could 
stay for the night, and alighting, brought his 
saddle into the house. He was dressed in a 
loose gown, striped in blue. On being asked 
if he came alone, lie replied, there were two 
servants behind, who would soon come up. 
Do called-•'for "some"spirits, and drank very 
little. 


"When the seivants arrived, 01 ic of whom was 


a negro, he enquired for his powder, saying he 
had some In a canister. The servant made no 
distinct reply, and Lewis in the meanwhile 
walked lo and fro before the door, talking to 
himst-lf. Sometimes, she said, he would seem 
to be walking up to bar—then suddenly wheel 
round and back as fast as he could. 


" Supper being ready, he sat down, and had 


eaten only a few inouthfuls when he started 
up, speaking to himself in a violent manner. 


"At Ilicse times, she said she observed his face 


lo blush as if it came on him in a fit. Ho 
lighted his pipe, and drawing his chair to the 
door, sat down, saying to Mrs. Grinder, in a 
kind tone of voice: 'Madam, this is a very 
pleasant evening.' lie smoked for some time, 
then quitted his seat and traversed the yard as 
before. Ho again sat down to his pipe, and 
seemed more composed, and casting his eyes 
wistfully toward the west, observed what a 
sweet evening it was. Mrs. Grinder was pre- 
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[wring n bed for him, but lie said lie would 
sleep on tlie floor, and desired tho servant to 
bring in the bear-skins and buffalo robe, which 
were spread for him.

February went out with snch a friendly nod 


that everybody was sure tlie backbone of the 
Winter was broken. It was high -time, we all 
felt, that it was broken. Old Deatii has reaped 
with too sharp a sickle since November; the 
bills of mortality in this and neighboiing cities 
dutmg some weeks equaling those of tlie same 
space of time in other years during the preval- 
ence of a fatal epidemic. Not only very old 
persons and feeble children succumbed in great 
numbers to the intense eold. but Strong men 
were unible to sustain the shock of the violent 
changes from a temperature of 0" below zero 
to Spring-like, muggy days, laden with malar- 
ious fo". The weather, in f',ict, played the part 
of Aladdin's carpet, and often whisked us in an 
hour from Arctic cold to the clammy, warm 
spi ing sickness of Florida. 


We are all impatient to sing madrigals of 


« Spring, gentle Spring." The dry gooJs deal- 
ers hurry their rapturous description of organ- 
dies besprinkled with ferns and-chip hats cov- 
eied with roses, before the market. The beauty 
of flower-crowned May is perceptiblt for the 
fiist time to stout business men who have been 
dosinc with pectoral simp or swathed in porous 
plasters all Winter. They make haste to rejoice 
with the first warm breath of air, and, what is 
moie impoitant, if they do not betake them- 
selves to a may-pole In the open air, are apt to 
dispense with sirup and porous plasters. Now 
Match, according to the old poets, who appar- 
ently had nothing else to do but find out char- 
acter for the months and laud or abuse them 
afterwards, is a blustering, fickle fellow, likely 
to ehaii-e his mind. The defenses against him 
should be more carefully watched than those of 
the depth of Winter. Fires are left to smolder 
down inlhe warmth ot the day until tlie house 
is thoroughly chilled, and a sudden damp wind 
springs up in the afternoon and carries disease 
and death into the open windows. "Till May 
be out, Ne'er cast a clout," Is counsel as good 
as homely. A handful or two of rock-salt added 
to tlie morning's eold or tepid bath is an excel- 
lent preventive of colds, as effectual defense 
a™ainst the frosts and changeable winds of our 
Winter as was Kictard's chain armor against 
the " thousand pricking lances" of liis foes. It 
is belter, too, to keep a low fire burning in tlie 
••rates until the last of May. The walls of base- 
ments and foundations of the houses aie thor- 
oughly damp, after so severe a Winter, and re- 
quire more rapid means of drying than the feeble 
bpiing sunslniw ; besides this the outside air is 
laden with umv liolusoma vapoi, which the burn- 
in- fire helps to purity before it enters the lungs.

exploring party early in the picsent century, 
may not be aware that Ids career was ended 
by suicide. Tht-refoic, us an incentive to fui- 
ther inquiry in relation to tlie toils and dan- 
gers attending that exploration, and tho ineliin- 
choly end of the brave chief, has prompted to 
collate (he following. 


This expedition was by diicctlonof Confess, 


which boily acted npon the special suggesUen 
of Thomas Jefferson, then President. Of that 
important undertaking, Jeffi-ison wrote about 
the year 181?., that Meriwethcr Lewis was bom 
JSth of August, 1774, near Cluulottesulle, In 
Virginia. At an eaily »s° llc evinced. a great 
fondness fur imtuiid history, when on a farm ; 
but at the age of twenty years, he embarked 
in more dazzling pursuits, and entered into 
military life, and at the age of twenty-three was 
promoted to a captaincy. 


It was in tlie year ISO! that the party of 


exploration was organized, and initruclcd to 
cros. tbe highlands, and follow the best water 
communication which presented itself from 
'llK-nce to the Pacific ; and Lewis had a very 
dlicient aid In the peispu of Geo.ge Kogeis 
Clarke. Captain Lewis left Washington July, 
]SO:i, and pioccetled to Pitlsburg, whore neces- 
sity equipments were provided foi him. The 
jne'ii wisifl selected fiom the military stations 
on the Ohio. 
After many hindrances in the 


navigation down the Ohio und other obitacli-s, 
it, was deemed advisable to nispeml operations 
until the following spring. 


After various hardships in traversing the viist 


wilderness, the party rctuined to St. Louis, 
September 23, 1800. 
Captains Lewis and 


Ciaikc readied Washington, February, 1SI>7. 


only a few paces from the room where Lewis 
was, and the woman being alarmed could not 
sleep, but listened to him walking backward 
and forward for several houis, and talking 
aloud, as slic said, like a lawyer.

BUILDING ASSOCIATIONS. 


Iu former years we have presented plans of 


vaitoiM kinds by which people of small property 
or living only on wages or salaries, (" salaries " 
is thegeiiteol woid for "wages,") can become 
owners of a homestead by some one of the 
many forms of co-operation now in practical 
use. We have spoken, also, of the pains taken 
by Mr. Josiah Quiucy of Ilostou to biing the 
subject of homestead ownership to tlie notice 
of the thousands, nay, millions, who, in America, 
may make themselves owners of their houses, 
instead of perpetually paying rent for the houses 
of other people. Mr. Quiucy has laUily pub- 
lished another of his useful pamphlets on this 
subject, and has therein discussed, more fully 
than ever before, the remarkable experience of 
tlie Fhiladelphians iu purchasing homes by 
small monlh'y installments, hardly greater, and 
sometimes much less, than the rates of rent 
would be for such houses, if hired. From this 
pamphlet, from Mr. Edmund Wrigloy's "Work- 
inguuii's Way to Wealth," and from the recent 
correspondence of the American Social Scieucp 
Association, which is now investigating the 
question, we have condensed a brief statement 
of what must be regarded as a wonderful 
modem application of an ancient piiuriple. 
The results attained in Philadelphia would de- 
light the heart of that Boston-bom Philadcl- 
pliian, Dr. Franklin, whose maxims adorn 
the text of Mr. Wtigley's book. And what 
gives them a peculiar value is the shortness of 
the period in which these results have been 
reached. It is haidly five and twenty years 
since the first Philadelphia building associations 
were chattered; and now they have increased 
to live or six hundred in that single city. Kin- 
dred associations are recognized and piotpcted 
by law in about two-thirds of the States of tlie 
Union; but nowlu-re aie they so numerous or 
so thriving as in the city of William Penn an<J 
Benjamin Franklin, »he;e they represent a 
capital of moie than a million dollars. 


Tlie first law passed in Pennsylvania to en- 


courage and regulate building associations was 
a quaitei of a century ago, April 22, 1800, and 
only permitted them to be organized in the 
three counties of Philadelphia, Schuylklll, and 
Beiks. The charters then gt anted could run 
but for ten yearn ; and the number of shares 
(at a par value of two hundred dollars) could 
not exceed five hundred ; giving a capital, when 
nil paid ill, of only a hundred Thousand dollars. 
But, soon after, the number of shares was in- 
cicased to twenty-five hundred, giving an ulti- 
mate capital to each company, if all paid In, of 
live hundred thousand dollai s. Gradually other 
counties iu the Stale were allowed such associa- 
tions ; and finally, in April, 1859, a general law 
was passed, pet-milling them to bo formed in 
all parts of Pennsylvania. Under this last act, 


same IKMISO In the same period, provided the 
•ccupant can pay also tho additional sum of 
three hundred .dollars in tho ton years, or, al- 
lowing for interests on accumulations, about 
twenty dullars a year, or a dollar and seventy- 
five cents a month. That Is to say, if paid in 
the form of rent, the hundred and eighty dol- 
lars u year bring tho occupant no nearer to 
ownership at the end of thc-ten years than he 
was at the beginning; while by adding twenty 
dollar* a year (paying two hundred dollars in- 
stead of a hundred and Iclchty dollars,) and 
putting the money Into a building association, 
lie has made his purchase at the end of ten 
years, and no longer, has any rent to pay. 
This operation,would require him to own live 
shares of stock, costing him sixly dollars a year, 
and to borrow (pledging th« house as security) 
at such a rate that he would pay a hundred and 
forty dollars a year more in premiums and in- 
terest. Or else he may own ten shares, cost- 
ing him a hundred and twenty dollars a year, 
and borrow only what will cost him eighty 
dollars a year. Or, In some other combination 
of payments, he may deposit wllh the associa- 
tion two hundred dnlliu* a year, and the result 
will be as above stated. If he can pay in three 
hundred dollars, or some larger sum, In a year, 
then he may buy a better htrasc, or may re- 
ceive his capital and interest back at Urn ter- 
mination of tho series to which lie belongs, in 
some other form. If he has borrowed tlic 
money to engage in trade, then lie gols, his 
notes back at Hie appointed limo, and has his 
stock in trade unencumbered by debt; and so 
on through Uic vai inly of ways in which lie 
may make his investment profitable, and his 
hot rowing a means of advancement, ratlK-i than 
a diag upon him. as it would be in otlier cir- 
cumstances. 
The stumbling-block to Ihe uulnslructcd in 


this s.Vbli'in of loan and investment, is the ap- 
parently high rate of interest paid by reason of 
the premiums enacted. " The greaUobjeclion 
lo be overcome," writes an old actuary who 
has been devoting himself lo working these 
associations for twenty-five ycois, " is the lip- 
parent excessive interest, which Is, a myth when 
properly understood; for naturally, if people 
[•aid such excessive intcrust, it would cause 
poverty and bankruptcy, instead of which, we 
here get rich on it." As the proof of the pud- 
ding is in Ihe eating, this is a perfect answer to 
objections; but perhaps it will be made clearer

now sixteen years in operation, the gieut, pros- 
perity of tuc"?hiladclnhia btiilding associations 
has attracted so much notice, that a synopsis of 
tlie law descives to be given. It opens thus:— 


"At any time when ten or morn persons may 


desire to form a mutual saving fund, loan, or 
traiwmg "association, uiey snan m.-iKe applica- 
tion for a chartnr, &c., prowled, that no chat- 
ter granted be for a longer period than twenty 
years. The capital stock shall at no lime con- 
sist of more than twenty-tiv u hundred shares of 
two hundred dollars each, paid by installments, 
no periodical payments to be made exceeding 
two dollars on each share ; " that is, one pcr 
ccut. of two hundred dollais. 
Stockholders 


who have paid in their installment may, it' they 
choose, withdraw fiom the association, receiv- 
ing back what they have paid in, and also some 
share of the profits accrued ; but at no time 
shall more than half of Ilia funds in tlie trea- 
sury be applicable to the demands of with- 
drawing stockholders. Each stockhohlei may 
borrow money of the association to the value 
of his shares, and beyond them, by giving se- 
curity. All loans are bid for at the stated 
meetings, going to that stockholder who offers 
the highest premium ; and no premiums, fines, 
or interest thus offered or collected, shall be 
deemed usurious, though exceeding the Penn- 
sylvania legal raU of six rcr cent, interest. 
These are tlie main features of the law now in 
force. 


Although styled " Building Associations," 


the companies organi/.ed under this law are 
rather what are called in Geriuanv " People's 
Banks;" being mutual co-operative companies 
for saving and borrowing, as.welj as foi lend- 
ing money. 
Tlie borrowing feature distin- 


guishes them from our savings banks, out of 
which the depositors seldsm or never borrow ; 
while in the Philadelphia associations, none but 
depositors can borrow. They are composed 
entirely of one kind of stockholders, in two 
classes—borrowers and non-liorrowers ; and 
their original capital is derived from the 
monthly dues paid on account of each share of 
stock by the holder thereof. The profits arc 
obtained by lending the accumulated monthly 
installments of dues to such of the stockholders 
as aie allowed to borrow. The chief sources 
of profit are two: 


disposal of the premium paid in 
Once a month, the available funds of the 


association are ollered for lending to the high- 
est bidder in open mccling; and all |x-isons who 
wish to borrow are allowed lo bid, whether 
shareholders or not. But all whose bids are 
accepted, if not members already, are required 
to become such by [laying one dollar (that ib, 
one month's dues) on each bharo Ihey bid lot ; 
and this deposit is retained, whether tlic money 
is actually loaned or not. The bidder's is tlicn 
examined, and, If found siilllclcnt, jhc loan he 
has bid for is given to him, first deducting from 
the loan the amount previously due on his 
shares fiom the beginning of their scries, and 
also the premium he has agreed to pay. This 
looks like a heavy discount lor the borrower to 
bear, amounting, as it sometimes docs, lo more 
than half the loan on which lie nominally pays 
interest. Uut in fact tho profits of tlie associa- 
tion, to which he becomes entitled by lliesu de- 
ductions from his loan, are so great as to neu- 
tralize this heavy discount, and reiluco his rate 
of interest to about what is paid by the cus- 
tomers of safe banks In Boston ; thai is, from 
five to eight |ier <wut. The obligation given 
by the borrower to the association is nominally 
for the inpayment <if the whole loan, but really 
only for Uio payment of monthly dues on the 
stock which he takes as security, and legal iu- 
tciest on the loan itself, until such time as lh« 
association is able to pay each shareholder Ihe 
pat value of his sliaies; that is, two bundled 
dollais. When this result is readied, the asso- 
ciation owes the boi rmvei onflveslutics a thou- 
sand dnllai* ; and, if the borrower owes the as- 
sociation a thousand dollais, then one side nf 
the account cancels the otlier, the loan is paid 
c/A", and the house, nr nllu,.- prafM.H.y liulil as 
security, is released, and becomes Hie unen- 
cumbered property of the late borrowing shine- 
holder, who finds that lie has paid, pel Imps, 
only six per cenl. interest on his loan, though 
at one time it looked as if he were paying III-

This touch of nature reminds us, that the 


Ameilcan Credit Hobillor originated in 1'hlla- 
dolphia, also, and about the time that th« 
Building Association Law of ISM! was passnd. 
But our correspondenti.adds, "Those men get 
tripped up sometimes: and,the court makes 
them disgorge, or go l« prlmii." 


Our correspondent says In re^iti d to the num- 


ber of those associations now in Philadelphia, 
"Theie are probably over six hundred. We 
can enumerate over five hundred, ami every' 
little Rhile we discover one more that is doing 
business, quietly, not advertising, as, Indeed, 
very few do. In the small waitl where 1 live, 
there are twenty-three 'associations, and some 
waid» have more than this." (There are about 
filly wards and districts in Philadelphia.) 
"Sonic associations have from five lo leu 
thousand shares working, which brings upthi-ir 
recci|its to ten thousand dollars or twenty 
thousand dollars a month; but those with 
which 1 am connected are managed under a 
smaller number of shares. Our twouly-livu 
yeaiV experience has demonstrated that these 
are moro profitable; for it takes these largo as- 
sociations ten to twelve years to mature to the 
value of two hundred dollars per share; 
whereas wo do it in eight years and six months 
generally. We have many nu-inbets from dil- 
furenl localities; for Instance, wo receive fitly 
dollars a month from lloston. We-huvc niein- 
beis in Maine, Connecticut, Illinois, Ohio, Mis- 
souri, Mlssisippl, New Jersey, New Vork, 
Maryland, Virginia, North and South Carolina,, 
&c., and then-fore icecivo a lai-ge amount of 
money from outside Philadelphia. We have 
some capitalists that are canylng at least a. 
hundred shares in twelve or moro associations, 
paying a hundred dollars ajnontli hi each asso- 
ciation. Some |uy a year or two In advance ; 
and some pay up for eight yeats at the rate ol 
ninety-six dollais a share. We then give a 
guaunty certificate to pay them two hundred 
dollars at the eu-1 of eight years, whether the 
association matures or not. A large number 
of people lake a paid-up share I'or llieir children 
in this manner. We lend on property, and on 
nothing else but our own stock, and take no 
notes or any promises to pay whatever. 


"There arc several such associations in Cla-

for this reason they have the name of " Build- 
ing Associations." 
And it is chiefly owing to 


the excellent system we are now describing, 
that thousands of workingmeii in the city of 
Philadelphia to-day own and occupy their own 
houses. Many instances are cited of mechanics 
and laboring-men, who have worked all their 
lives as journeymen or day-laboiers, raising 
large families of children, and wh« are tonlay 
worth tiom ten to fifteen thousand dollars, all 
made and saved in building associations. How 
this is done will partly appear fr»m the fact, 
that while a tenant who hires a bous<> for niton 
dollars a month, or a hundred and eighty dol- 
lars a year, will pay his landlord eighteen huu- 
rlrfld dollars In ten years, the same money. If 


to five hundred and twenty dollars, making 
thirteen hundred and twenty dollars principal 
and interest, or twenty dollars more than would 
be paid to the association in the same length 
of time; so that tire loan from the association 
would be actually twenty dollai* less than legal 
interest for the lime it is held. It will be scan

It was believed that the good resulting from its 
adopt Ion in BIIIIIC of the counties, would impira 
others Irom time lo time to accent the benefits 
it lies! owed, until the prv.it majority of tlie 
counties in tlw state would at lust be united in 
placing this protection of its citizens -aguiiut the 
aggressions of liquor dealers. Then when the 
wisdom of a total prohibitory law wa.» made 
apparent, by the good efll'Cts produced by the 
local up! ion act, the people of the slate would 
be prepared to send men to represent them in 
Uie Legislature pledged to vote and use tlieir 
Influence in favor of total prohibition.

He 
quoted fiom tlic records to show thai there was 
greater cause to apprclicnd civil commotion and 
insni rectionary violence at Hurrisburg, in 1S3S, 
tl.au there was 1S13 and 187J, in Now Orleans. 
The then Governor of Pennsylvania applied to 
the I'resident of the United States for assist- 
lance to preserve the peace, but the -reply came 
back: "Your Legislature is in session, and 
the authority of your State government has 
not Ini'ii exhausted." The speech of Mr. Wal- 
lace attracted very general attention, and it 
was conceded on every side tliat he acquitted 
hiniii'ir creditably. His plcatant, easy man- 
ner, und his equally pleasant voice, improssed 
Ihe heareis fa.'orabk, anil would have made 
the most common-place utterances-attractive, 
lint lli« speech was by no means common- 
place. It was greatly above the average of the 
arguments that have been made thus far by the 
new Senators.

THE SEW UCENHE LAW. 


An act to repeal an act- to permit the voters of 
., this commonwealth to vote cvory throe years 


"- "wvUfi question'of granting licenses" to sell 
; iuti|icatiiig liquors and to restrain and regu- 
s lata'the sale of the same. 


' SECTION Ir Be.it enacted e«o., That the act 
approfed the 27th Jay March, A. D. 1872, en- 
tilted an act to permit the voters of this com- 
monwealth to vote every three, years on the 
question of granting licenses to sell intoxicating 
liquois be and the same is hereby.repealed. 


SEC. 2 That licenses for sale of liquors, where 


not otherwise provided for by special law, may 
be granted by the court «f quarter' sessions of 
the proper county at the first or second session 
in each year, and shall be for one year. 
The 


laid court shall fix by rule or standing order a 
time at which application for saul licenses shall 
ie heard, at which time nil persons applying, or 
making objections to applications for licenses, 
may be heard by evidence, petition, remon- 
strance or counsel: Provided, that for the pres- 
ent year licenses as aforesaid may be granted at. 
the third, or any e.uliiir session of said court. 


SEC. 3, That all hotels, inns and taverns shall 


be classified and rated according to tlio last an- 
nual leturnof Ihe mercant lie appraiser or asses- 
sor ot'the pioper city or county, as follows, to 
wit: All cases where the classification shall be 
$10,000 or more, shall conbtitute the first class 
and pay $700; where the classification shall be 
$8000 and not more than $10000 too second 
class and sliall pay 8400: where the classifica- 
tion shall be S0,000 anil not more than $8,000 
the third class and shall pay $200; where tbe 
classification sliall be $4,ODO"and not. more than 
$0,000 the fourth class and shall pay $100; 
where the classification shall be less than $4 000 
the fifth class and shall pay S-IO: Provided, That 
no license shall be less than $50 : And provided 
further, Tliat any person licensed the prescnl 
or any portion of a year shall pay a pro rala 
sliaie of the.license fee ami theauthorilygrant- 
ing Ihe license sliall designate the classification 
for that year.'And provided further, that no li- 
cense for bottlers shall be less than $50. 
SEC. 4 That anyjsole made ol'vi lous, spirituous. 
malt or brewed liquors, or any admixture there- 
of, contrary to the pruvisioi s of this law, shall be 
taken to be a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
of the otl'ence in the court of quaiter sessions 
.of the peace of any city or county, the person 
so offending shall bo sentenced to pay a line nf 
not less than SCiOO nor more Ihan SoOO with the 
costs of prosecution, and to stand convicted un- 
til the sentence of the court is complied with, 
not exceeding ninety days, and upoua second or 
any subsequent conviction the party so ofl'end- 
in« sliall pay a fine of not less than $500 nor 
more than SI 000 and .undergo iinpiisonmont 
in the county jail ot" not less than threo months 
nor more than one year, add if licensed shall in 
lieu of imprisonment forfeit his bond and said 
license and bo incapacitated from receiving any 
licenses aforesaid for tlio period offiveyeais 
thereafter, and any keeper of any drug or apoth- 
ecary stoic, confectionery or mineral, or other 
fountain, who shall sell any spirituous, vinous, 
malt or browed liquois, mixed or pure, to be 
used as a beverage, shall be deemed guilty ol a 
misdemeanor and liable to the same conviction

The dawn in EnsUiul will soon be day 
here. Jicfore the American principle of equal 
lights, barrier alter barrier in the path of lininan 
progress falls. If we are still far from its full 
comprehension and further from perfect confor- 
mity to its law, it is in tliat only like the spirit 
of Christianity, to whose full glory even Clnis- 
tendom but slowly approaches. From the heat

THE CASE OF IWANK C. BILL. 


It will be remembered tliat a short time ago 


the papers of Philadelphia, Bucks county, Cht- 
cago, etc., contained flaming articles *eltu\g 
forth among otter things, that Mr. Frank C. 
Hill, late of the city of Philadelphia, wan " A 
Merchant in Trouble," " Wanted in Philadel- 
phia," "Selling Giain aud Going Wert," " The 
Owner and Detective on Hand," " Misappro- 
priation o) Funds," etc. The articles also 
stated tliat Mr. Hill liod been arrested by two 
detectives, who were accompanied by Michael 
Uhler, of Bucks county, Pa., his accuser, an 
officer from tliat State, appointed for that spec 
ial purpose, and that he had been brought te 
Philadelphia for trial on the charge of »ome 
great crime, hut liis accusers filled to show any- 
thing except that he had been a merchant and 
failed, and that Uhler bid nol been paid in full 
all that Hill owed him. 


It seems that Uhler obtained a requisition 


for Hill and had his son appointed agent to re- 
ceive him. They proceeded to Chicago, where 
Hill was living In very meagre circumstances, 
having failed in business and paid out his last 
dollar to his creditors, and was than trying lo 
earn a livelihood for himself and family. 


Uhler insisted upon placing hand-cull's upon 


Hill, but tliis the officers at tliat place would 
not tolerate. lie was then brought on to Phil- 
adelphia, in the latter pait of January, 1875, 
wlieia Uhler had him under bail to answei at 
Court. Tlie case was called from time to time, 
but Uhler was not ready for trial. 


It was again called on March 13th, when 


Abiaham II. Jones and IJenj.imin L. Temple, 
Esqs., counsel lor Mi. Hill, answered teady for 
trial, to which Uw District Attorney answered 
not ready. 


Tlio matter wus then vigorously pualiod by 


Hill's counsel, and, after hearing the circum- 
stances of the case, liis Honor, Judge Mitchell, 
ordered the District Attorney to proceed, re- 
marking that Mr. Hill had appeared before 
them accordingto law. The jury then prompt- 
ly acquitted him. 


It is reported that Mr. Hill la now after the 


Uhleis' by criminal warrant for conspiracy to 
indict by ctyjios, for malicious prosecution and 
for faint! imprisonment, which may make warm 
times foi the Uhleis. Mr. Hill alleges that he 
c.tu prove express malice ; tliat the Ulilers' had 
the matter of his arrest published far and wide 
to injure Imu and displace him and bis family ; 
and that Mr. Uhler and hij> son concocted this 
idea of gutting a requisition to arrest Hill in 
order to make Hill's Iriends and relatives pay 
the debt, orsuflui whatever disgr.ice that they 
might be able to inflict. 


Mr. liill lias always borne a good cluraelei 


for integrity, and has many warm friends in 
Philadelphia, who are indignant at tlie niaiinei 
in which he has been used. 


Hill is fully pieparcd to pmvethat the money 


for tlio grain sold for Mr. Uhler was placed in 
bank with other funds arising fiom his busi- 
ness, and was checked out by creditors in pay- 
ment of debts ; and fmthcr, that some months 
aftet Hill had received the grain, and before it 
had been sold Uhler drew oil Hill on account 
of the grain tor $000, which Hill paid, and that 
be did not appropriate a single dollar of the 
funds to his own use. 


In relation to the foregoing, we are impelled 


to say, that Mr. Hill's business friends in this 
city endorse him unqualifiedly. In the Com- 
mcicia! Exchange he has many earnest friends 
and endoi-sers, who vouch for his lespectability 
and integi ity. We have great pleasure in mak- 
ing tliis statement.—Philadelphia, City Hem.

EOTATIOH_OF OEOP8. 


An Essay rmd before tins Columbia (Conn.) 


FarnMn' Club by William II. Yoomau.. 


Prc]KinUiry to entering upon UK con»lder«- 


liou of tills subject which la of vail iinporUnce 
lo tlie fanner, It may be well lo state tlie fact 
that In ttxi cultivation of any, and all crops, 
there K exhaustion of the toil, which renders 
It lew able to produce each succeeding crop, un- 
less special provision Is made in iome manner 
fur each exhaustion. There are different ways 
of accomplishing this end; some, where practi- 
cable, by tlie use of almost incxhaiistablu SII|H 
plies or manure; others of a very different na- 
ture, but which accomplish favorable results 
with a much less expenditure of manure; tills 
because more applicable where manures arc 
somlnvcat deficient. 


Of till* claw b tlie rotation of crops. By 


rotation of crops is meant raising a regular ae- 
ries ol' crops of different kinds.in regular suc- 
cession. Tin object of rotation is to make a 
field product, with a certain amount of later 
and manure, the greatest amount of valuable 
CIO|«, with the least possible exhaustion of the 
soil. It is established by menus of agricultural 
chcimitry, that all plants require certain iiioi- 
gaiiic elements in different ptoportions,' aim 
that where one is considerably in excess of all 
others, fives its name to the plant. Thus we have 
I'otaih Plants, or those whose ash contains 
more than one-half of alkaline salts which are 
soluble in cold water; among these of llic cul- 
tivated plants we have bcols, potatoes and In- 
dian corn. Then we have Lima Hants, whose 
ingredients are soluble in acids ; among these 
arc cluvcr, beans, peas and tobacco. We also 
have the silica plants, among which arc wheat, 
rye, barley and oats. Now the reason for a ro- 
tation of crops Is that no two plants of dlHl-reiit 
kind*, require the same substances, in the same 
I>ro|x>rtion for their nourishment. 


The grains and grasses exhaust the supply of 


silica, tlwy should not therefore succeed each 
other. So, while a crop of wheat or rye lakes 
from the soli silica t* the amount of about two- 
Ihinlsof its inorganic ash, it lakes but about 
two |ier cent, of potash ; and, while the beet 
takes almost ninety per cent, of potash, it re- 
qulii") no silica whatever, and only a trifle over 
ten per cent, of lime ; and again while clover 
requires about sixty per cent, of lime, it rc- 
qu'ucs Only a little over thirty per cent, of po- 
tash, with little or no silica. With th«i«/«c(» 
it is very plain to be seen that by arranging a 
proixir rotation of these cni|is, results can be 
obtained with a comparatively small oxpemli- 
Liuc of manure. 


11 is a settled principle that the fertility ofthc 


soil Is increased by a summer fallow ; but by a 
rolal ion of crops, the soil, so. f,ir as the ingreili- 
rnt which is hut little exiwnded, If at all, is 
concerned, it Is in a state of fallow, and is, in 
point of fact improving. Another point, too, 
cannot bu denied; that unless plants are fit r- 
nislmil with those ingredients of which they 
arc composed, in sufficient quantities, they 
fail lo reach full matuiity, which is to ncif'ect 
llieii seed. So that, although the plant may 
]*«>wiit tln> appearance of healthy giowth, it 
will be nimble to mature its seed. Thus, tlie 
fanner who has grown successive crops of corn 
upon Hie same field, and has noticed a want of 
pel fection in the ear, may attribute it to ex- 
haustion in sonic clement necessary to its per- 
fect Ion rather than to some |tccit!iar atmospheric 
condition. The atmosphere with its changes, 
limvevci clmrgablc to many of the failure of the 
fanner is not rcspensiblc for them all; a por- 
tion at least may be chargablo to wilful! igno- 
rance or stupidity. There are Important prin- 
ciple! in the rotation of crops ; though a soil 
may contain all the mineral substances neces- 
saiy to tlie nourishment of every variety of 
plant cultivated, there is only a limited supply 
of mineral food necessary for any particulai 
plant; again, some plains like the grains draw 
tlielr luMirislnnentfrom iifarthe smfacc; others 
liko parsnips, carrots, &c., draw much from a 
gi culcr depth: those plants which have abund- 
ant foliage draw much of their food from the 
atmosphere.; hut the grains depend more upon 
the materials contained in the noil. Still again, 
paiticulur insects live upon certain kinds of 
plants, as for instance flees on giaim and 
grosses, which continue so increase with sue- ti'iJ 'iiilei 
cc-tfve cioppiugs. 
teller kill 


lint w lien a ciop intervenes on which these 


iiinccls cannot live, as beans or turnips after 
wheat or oats, they perish for want of nourish- 
ment for their young. The order in which 
crops succeed each other is of great importance. 
As every one is aware weeds arc a great injury 
to any crop, and these ate considerably carried 
on tlie laud in the manure1, unless the same 
Inn been thoroughly fermented, theicfore ma- 
nure should be applied when a crop is to he 
cultivated, such <u corn, bees, or earn its. which 
n\ay be kept free from wtMtdc, and tlm follow- 
in!; <"IC should be grain or clover which cannot 
be cultivated. Another advantage of rotation 
of crops is in its enabling crops lo have the 
benefit of manure that cannot as well receive a 
direct application; thus most grains arc liable 
lo an overgrowth of straw, rust or mildew if 
nmnur?d with green manure, Rotation Is only 
following the general coin-so of nature. It has 
been noticed and recorded tint even in tlie case 
of forests, ns those of one kind have been de- 
al i oyed or gone to decay they have been follow- 
cil by another kind. Thus the pine and other 
cone bearing tiecs are found to usurp the oak. 
Nrillier are old meadows exceptions to this 
rule, for if the general character of the vaiious 
gi.isscs tximposiuE tlrem bo closely observed 
liom year to year, they will be found tochange.

of turnips, barley, clover and wheat, to those 
extending over seven or eight years, but the 
fainter must lind out for himself, from his own 
observation or tlie experience of others, what 
course is best for the particular soil he culli- 


aud tin1 particular object lie has in view. 


Jt is stated lliat a poor gentleman in Maryland 
suspecting tliat land which had been worn out 
by long centinued cultivation of tobacco might 
bo restored by plaster so as to produce wheat, 
tiled tho experiment which was completely 


' successful, 
lio bought many acres of such 


land, fertilized it with plaster, and made liim- 
solf a rich man. 


H is not to be understood that rotation of 


crops implies the abandonment of tlie use of 
manure, or fertilizers, for as all plants removed 
from UM soil contain constituent!, it is very 
obvious that none of them can render it richer 
or more fertile for a plant of auothei kind; and 
if raoie of the Ingredients furnished to tiro dif- 
ferent plants in rotation is returned to the soil, 
It of course cannot furnish them for new veg- 
etation, and in time must become completely 
exhausted, and at last sterile even for weeds. 
This is out of nature'! course, a crop glows, 
and if tea undisturbed, goes to to decay, and all 
tin substance drawn from the earth together 
with that from the almospltere is returned to 
tlie nil, and M It becomes enriched. And so 
if plant lift is assimilated lo tho animal or hu- 
man system, the exciements must'be derived 
from plants, these then possess the same con- 
stituents as the soil which produced the plant, 
and hence must be returned in order to main- 
tain its fertility. But if the practice of farmers 
Is, to attempt to raise corn or any other crop 
for successive years en the same field, it will re- 
quire a considerable expenditure of manures to 
restore the missing dements; which will Involve 
a waste of elements uncalled for by the plant, 
therefore white rotation b followed, a more ex- 
tensive use of manure may bo had, and equally 
M food returns expected. ' In the anangement 
of a rotation, no additional expenditure of labor 
is necessary; ft costs no more to cultivate crops 
which are mad* to succeed each 'other judi- 
ciously than" to euhlTate those arranged in the 
worst manner possible." The former may bring 


triple the successful results of th* latter, not by 
the expenditure of a large number of extra 
days in drawing manure, but simply by making 
a proper use of one's brains.

Woie it necessary we might givefoity icasons 
to show tli.it a preacher of the everlasting Oos- 
pel should be ashamed to use it.

stage, car, lull or church, breaking bieiul at the 
Loid's table, or ben!, in prayer at the bed of a 
dying saint, pollute? and poisons the common 
air. 'Said a JSoston merchant, "I wish you 
would call on my pastor, l)r. S., and cure him 
of smoking." l)o you know that he smokes ? 
Yes, 1 know it by the slcnc.li about -him. He 
baptized me, ami as he led me to the baptistery, 
1 was pained, 1 was disgusted, i was almost, in- 
dignant, and as true as I live, I was on the 
point, of bicaking from his arms and resisting 
baptism at his hands." Oh, the abominable
